Lose of the Bteam Yacht Alice Riggs—
She Binks ina Gale off Or po Hatteras—
Her Omicers and CUrew ocued by the
Steamor Virgo.

The steam yacht Allee Riggs@he property of
Mr, Jacob Lorlllard, of Lhis , Ballad from
this port on the Weh of July fo aracon, Cabn,
to load with bananas, oranges, 8 d other tropi-
cal frults for the New York mirket. Usptalo
Wm, B, Barker reports that at four o'elock on
the morning of the 1stlnst, he went on deok,
and was informed by the mate that the veasel
was making water very fast. Qu golug to the
fire-room he found two lnohes oNwater over the
floor, At that bour a beavy swell was selting
in from the enstward, Atlxlx A, M, he found
that It wonld be unsafe o continue on his
voyage, In the condition the vessel was then ln,
and afler consuliing with his officers declded Lo
make for Hatteras Inlet,

They arrived off the bar at half- past one o'clock
P. M., and signalled for a pliot, A heavy sarfl
was rolling on the bar, and the ecaptaln being
totally unacquainted with the passage, con-s
sldered 1t would be Im{n‘rmiunl fouttempt its
pasgage without a pilot; he accordingly walted
two hours for ope to come off, bat withoul sue-
ceeding. He then started for Fortress Monros,
and at & P, M. the weather assumed a very
threatening appearance, with a beavy sen rao-
ning. Unpder those clreumstances he concladed
to make for an anchorage at Hatteras Cove,
when, at 7 P. M., the aimosphere becaiio ko
thick and haxy that he could not sea land, and
he hove Lhe vessel Lo with her head ol shore,

Al 10 o'clock P, M. the wind had risen to a
fAtrong gale, and the leak steadily inoreased.
The waler In the englpne room beocame too deep
to keep Lhe firea golng with coal, but by burn:ng
woodl they were able Lo generale steam onong
to keep the donkey engine at work, and all
hands commenced ballipg, as the deck pamps
were choked up and the engine pumps not
working, By eonstant labor they wers able to
keep the water from galoing, and every exer-
tion was made to fnd ihe leak, but without
BUCCEsE.

During the nlght the wind ehanged to the
weslward and moderated, and at 8§ o'olock on
the following morning the steamship Virge
hove in sight, and took them lu tow, Shortly
afterwards the donkey engine broke down, and
all llonu of saving Lhe vessel was abandoned,
there belng at Lhat time over two feel of water
in the hold. All hands were Immediataly
transferred to the Virgo, and when the Alloe
Riggs was abandoned st 11 A. M. on Lhe 2d
inslant, the water was mluur over her decks.

A CANADIAN COMMISEION RITTING IN NEW YORK.
During the last ten days a comuiission has
been aitting in this oity taking the evidence ot

smit instituted in the Court of Chancery, at
Toronto, Cannds West, against Jacob Thomp-
son, George T. Denlson, nnd others, to recover
a steambout calied the Goorginn, which, it up-
peurs, was purchased by Thompson for the Rebel
Goyvernment in the month of Ogtober, 1964, The
testimoney given by the witnesses cleorly shows
that the object iu making the purchase was to
arm the vessel with guns, and man her with
Contederate goldiers who, a'ter capture by our
troops, had escaped into Oanady, aod then to
employ ber in expeditions on the lakes ugaiust
vur shipping and frontier cities,

In & despateh from Thompsen to Ben,la.min,
written about that tme, he says, in allusion to
the vessal:—

“Bhe had scarcely been Lranafecred befors the story
went out that she bad been purchassd snd armed for
the purpose of sinking the Michigen. relesslog the
prisoners on Johostou's Isisod, destroying the ship-
plog vo the lakes, wnd the citles on the marglo. The
widest consternkilon prevalled fn all the border
cities. At Buffalo two togs hed cannon placed on
board, four resimenis ol soldlers were sent thers —two

It s conslderad the boldest
dash the Indians have made, Captain Ames,
of this post, stnited immediately In puarsull,
sud overtook the Indians last night, bat fonad
them W00 numeronsd (0 atiack with his foros,
and sent baok here for relnforcements, which
were lorwarded.
